Early in tbe season they rec lived some 
vefy large orders and with their large 
crew have them nearly tilled/, hntthesmalf 
orders are coming in as fast as they can 
take care of tbem, and there is every indi- 
cation tbat the business wU| continue good 
until the end of die season.

As 
regards wages ho said tbat the most of his 
help worked by tbe piece and they did not 
reduce tbeir pay any last y ear,as they were 
now getting the same; but those tbat work- 
ed by tbe day bad been Increased from one 
to two dollars a ^eek. This don't look 
exactly as though tbe business of oar city 
was entirely-dying ont.
